You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Pelham on Tuesday the 12th day of March next, at one of 
the clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following sub- 
jects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year en- 
suing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for ensuing year, and make appropria- 
tion for the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise, appropriate and 
set apart $5,000.00 for State Aid maintenance as recom- 
mended by the State Highway commissioner. 


4, To see if the town will vote to raise, appropriate and 
set apart the amount necessary for the construction of 
permanent highways under the law passed at the January 
session, 1905. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise, appropriate and 
set apart $3,579.55 for town maintenance of highways and 
bridges, or take any other action in relation thereto. 

6. To see if the town will vote to raise, and appropriate 
$200.00 for the control of the white pine blister rust, to be 
used with the amount appropriated by the state. 


7. To see if the town will vote to accept the part of the 
middle bridge formerly used by the Massachusetts North- 
eastern Street Railway Company, and make necessary 1m- 
provements on the same. 


8. To see how much money the town will raise and ap- 
propriate for the Public Library in addition to the amount 
required by law. 

9. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for cemeteries for the ensuing year. 

10. To see how much money the town will vote and ap- 
propriate and raise for Memorial Day. 
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11. To see if the town will vote to empower the Select- 
men to sell and convey a part of the land recently acquired 
from Mary Elizabeth Grafton as the Fire House lot. 


12. To choose two persons for three years as trustees of 
cemeteries. 


13. To choose one person for three years as trustees of 
the Public Library. 


14. To choose one person for three years as trustee of 
Trust Funds. 


15. To see if the town will vote to purchase a tractor 
with equipment to be used in highway work, and make ap- 
propriation therefor. 


16. To see if the town will vote to close the highway 
leading from the house of John W. Smith to the Simpson 
Pond road near the Windham town line, subject to gates 
and bars. 


17. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
distribute the inventory blanks when they make their ap- 
praisal in April. 

18. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount of 
2 per cent of the 1929 tax list paid on or before September 
L;, 1929; 


19. To see what action the town will take relative to the 
removal of snow from the highways, and raise sufhcient 
money to carry the same into effect, or take any other action 
relative thereto. 

20. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen and 
town treasurer to borrow a sum not exceeding $5,000.00 in 
anticipation of taxes.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Pelham: 
GREETING: 


Herewith please accept my tenth annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools. To this I have attached reports 
from the headmaster of your high and junior high schools, 
and from your school nurse. 


MEMBERSHIP AND ATTENDANCE 


The membership of your schools in January of this year 
was as follows: high school, 18; junior high, 27, No. 1, 36; 
Noees2t7 NO: 3) 18°3"No. 4; 35% No.'5, 19; total,’/177. This 
is larger than the average membership has been in any year 
since 1923. 

It is to be regretted that the daily attendance has been 
seriously cut down in some of your schools, since they 
opened in January, by the prevalence of epidemics. When- 
ever a contagious disease breaks out in a community there 
is always a popular clamor for the closing of the schools. 
The school board is then placed in the unenviable position 
of keeping the schools open 36 weeks before July 1, when 
the new school year begins, and at the same time closing 
the schools when the attendance will be interfered with by 
the epidemic or when transportation will be difficult on 
account of mud. There seems to be no relief from compli- 
ance with the 36 week requirement of the statute and at 
the same time it seems a waste of money and effort to 
maintain a school with a fractional attendance. I believe it 
would help matters materially if the public thoroughly 
appreciated the fact that children are, as a whole, in better 
health when the schools are in session than during vacations. 
From a careful study of school registers I have found that 
almost invariably there is a larger number of absences on 
account of illness during the first few days of a term than 
during the following weeks. Probably this is due to a fail- 
ure to maintain during vacations their regular habits, espe- 
cially of eating, sleeping, and recreation. In all probability 
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the danger of infection is no greater for the child attending 
school than for the one remaining out, but who, as usually 
is the case, is allowed to visit other communities and allowed 
to attend other gatherings. School is safer than the outside 
world. 

I trust that parents of pupils in the Pelham High will 
make every effort to secure a good attendance in that school 
for the remainder of the year, as a low attendance record 
would endanger our approval for another year. It would 
be a calamity for the school to lose its approval at a time 
when the work is as satisfactory as it is at the present time. 


IN GENERAL 


I believe that your corps of teachers at the present time 
is an efficient force and that the work in all of the schools 
is progressing as satisfactorily as at any time during the 
past decade. However, in order to constantly improve the 
work, we are making an effort to improve the health 
program in some of the schools. This is a subject receiving 
much attention in the public schools of today. I wish it 
might be possible to act on my suggestion of last year in 
regard to a noon lunch in the new school. 

Asking you to carefully consider the attached reports and 
thanking the board for the many considerations shown me 
during the past year, this report is,

REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


Mr. Louis D. Record, Supt. of Schools, and Pelham School 
Board: 


Citizens of Pelham: 


It is with pleasure that I submit my third annual report 
concerning the work accomplished and the social happenings 
of Pelham High School. 

I am pleased to state that at the beginning of this year, on 
September 9, 1928, there was a total enrollment of eighteen 
pupils; ten of which were in the ninth grade and the re- 
maining eight in the tenth. These two grades correspond 
respectively to the first and second years of any high school. 

The high school curriculum is much the same as in pre- 
vious years, namely: 


Year, 1 
English I 40 min. period—5 days per week. 
Hist. of Civilization 40 min. period—5 days per week 
French II 40 min. period—5 days per week 
Algebra 40 min. period—5 days per week 
Fundamentals 20 min. period—5 days per week 
Year II 
English II 40 min. period—5 days per week 
Mod, Euro. Hist. 40 min. period—5 days per week 
French III 40 min. period—5 days per week 
Algebra 40 min. period—5 days per week 
Fundamentals 20 min period—5 days per week 


Although we are unable to give the pupils an opportunity 
to have a choice in the studies they take, we feel that we are 
giving them something (the best we can under the circum- 
stances) to meet life’s problems more easily or to prepare 
them to go on with education (which we hope they all will 
do). 

To my knowledge everyone who has transferred from 
here to any other nearby high school has been able to keep 
up with the class in which he or she would have begun as 
a Freshman. I do not doubt that any pupil going to a larger 
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high school from here has many problems which at first 
seem impossible to encounter. There is a line which goes 
“where there’s a will, there’s a way” and none ever got an 
education without some effort (physical, mental or finan- 
cial). After all is it not worth it? 

We all want to express our thanks to the townspeople for 
being able to build for us a new driveway. Do not ask us 
if we appreciate it but just watch us walk in on a rainy day 
without sinking in mud and water. 

The annual bazaar differed from former years, in fact, 
it could hardly be called a bazaar. The reason for this 
change was not due to lack of interest on the part of the 
pupils but because they realized that little profit was gained 
from the small sale that they were able to show. Therefore 
we presented two plays and received practically the same 
profits as before. 

The money, plus a little help from the school board, was 
used for some much needed and now much used encyclo- 
pedias, “The World Book.” 

Since Christmas vacation we have been working under a 
very serious difficulty, poor attendance. Owing to so much 
illness in this community an average of from 50% to /5% 
of the scholars have been absent. We hope soon to have 
100% attendance to continue until the closing of schools in 
June. 

The teachers of Pelham High School extend thanks to 
the Superintendent, to the School Board, and to the parents 
and other citizens of Pelham for their faith in us and for 
helping us to make our school worth while.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the Members of the School Board of Pelham: 


I herewith submit my report as school nurse for the past 
year, 

I am glad to report that the number of defects of various 
kinds have decreased and the number of treatments secured 
or improvements shown has increased. It is very gratify- 
ing to me that the corrections of these defects have been 
secured through the effort of the parents and at their own 
expense. 

We still have quite a large number of underweight chil- 
dren and in most every case these children have defective 
tonsils not yet removed and in a few cases the tonsils have 
been removed, but, the child has not had time to gain. I 
hope another year will show a decrease in the number of 
underweights. 

We have a large number of unvaccinated children in the 
school, some of these have been vaccinated twice, through 
the efforts of the local Board of Health, but without results. 
I think if the Board of Health will co-operate with ws 
again in the fall we will be able to have all the children 
successfully vaccinated or vaccinated the three times as re- 
quired by the state law. Some of the children in the enter- 
ing class were vaccinated before entering school in the fall. 

I have found all the schools very clean this past year, very 
well ventilated and the heating of the rooms very even. 
The toilets are not as satisfactory, I think the vaults should 
be cleaned every vacation and the teachers be supplied with 
a disinfectant to sprinkle in the vaults at least twice a day, 
the expense would be small compared with the benefit 
gained. 

The teachers have been splendid in their co-operation and 
the results are shown by the improved conditions of the 
children in general. It is a pleasure to work with the 
parents and teachers and I wish I had more time to give to 
the town.
